It is quite true that when the 
price of the individual commodity 
declines as the result of over-pro- 
duction, the resultant decrease in 
output and the closing of the less 
efficient plants does not leave the 
individual industry as a whole in 
a better position for future profits. 
When the general price level declines 
xowever, there is no corresponding 
benefit to the whole of industry. 

From 1920-29 the North American 
continent experienced a golden age 
of exceptionally good relationships 
between management and labour. On 
the whole, the period was one of 
steady improvement in the efficiency 
of industry which permitted a cor- 
responding incneasc in the level of 
reay wages. The high level of wages, 
the excellent profits of industry and 
the good feeling between labour and 
management were made possible by 
the stable price level, ' 

If commodity prices should be 
Stabilized at the present Jevel, one 
which is substantially below the le- 
vel of 1926, it will follow that the 
world must go through the bitter 
struggle involved in decreasing wag- 
es. Im the years between 1921 and 
1928 the capital structure of indus- 
try became adjusted to the current 
price level. The wage levey of 1926 
cannot be maintained by industry 
when the products of industry bring 
in a substantially decreased return. 
In a like manner, the value of stores 
of the factories and equipment of 
industry, and of real estate in gen- 
eral must nespond, though slowly, to 
a reduction in general prices. 

The wage eamer, and particularly 
those who belong to unions, are 
much more antagonistic toward a 
drop in the number of dollars in 
their weekity envelope than toward a 
decreased buying power for the in- 
dividual dollar. The first cost of the 
stabilization of prices at present le- 
vels wall be exceeded by the later 
costs irvolved in the Jong struggle 
Lo bring wages down proportionate.y 
Stmkes end lockouts lower a coun- 
try’s standard of living by decreas- 
ing both the Volume of production 
and consumption. There is no doubt 
that high wages, meaning large buy- 
ing, power, are most desirable for 
labour, but such buying power must 
{be rhe product of long 
improvement in the efficiency of in- 
Custry amd of increased output per 
worker. This end cannot be attained 
es a result of a sudden decline in the 
price level. A period of decreasing 
prices has always been market by 
widespread unemployment and _in- 
;creasing number of lockouts. It is

If the man in Edmonton, Calgary, 
or Lethbridge who used to buy your 
eggs, is out of work, says the Mar- 
ket Examiiner, his wife bas te cut 
down the quanitity she buys—if she 
can buy any at all .

The closer a piece of land—whcth- 
er it is a 25-foot lot or a 160-acre 
homestead—is to the centre of things 
the more it is worth Growing towns 
and cities, where there are men and 
women working, are increasing val- 
ues of land in the tributary area, be- 
cause the people on the land have 
a larger market, more people to eat 
what they naise, and the price has 
not to be reduced im order to take 
care of freight or express charges 
or extra handling charges. 

So, to build up the home market 
-—-whether jt is in your own farming 
district, your home town, your near- 
est city, our own province, or the 
Dominion of Canada — the right 
thing to do is to buy at your near- 
est market and help to make that 
market a large consumer of what 
you have to sell. 

Of course, there is always the ques 
ton of price. But in the majority of
